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THE ANNUAL FISHING TRIP TO THE 
FISHING BANKS OF THE JOURNAL 
PRINTING FORCE.

On Wednesday, August 19th, was 
the annual fishing trip to the 
Fishing Banks of the Journal 
printing force. 

The young printer-apprentices 
who remain at the Institution to 
work in the Journal office always 
eagerly expect these annua) events, 
and tliis year was no exception. 

The day before all preparations 
foi the trip were made, such as 
purchasing fishing tackle — lines, 
sinkers, hooks, etc. 

Early at half past four o'clock 
three of the boys who were to make 
the trip were up, and at five o'clock 
they had hreakfast. 

They were to meet Editor Hodgson 
and Mr. Capelli at the 157th Street 
Subway Station, at 6.15 a m , but 
they were there before six o'clock. 

Each of the boys was provided 
with a substantial lunch. 

No time was lost in boarding the 
Subway Express, which at this 
poiut at this early hour in the morn- 
ing contained not many passeugers. 

The Express makes pretty fast 
time, but the boys, John N. Funk, 
Charles W. Olson and F, J. Q. 
Tiugberg, on this particular morning 
thought it was going rather slow, 
so anxious weie they to get to 
their destination — Sheepshead Bay, 
where thev were to go on one of the 
many boats that leave there every 
morning at eight o'clock foi the 
Fishing Banks. 

At the New York end of the 
Brooklyn Bridge they met K 
John II. Keiser and Franklh 
Smielau, who had arranged to 
meet them there, and make the trip 
with them. 

They had only ascended as far up 
as the platform to board an "I? 1 
train to take them to Sheepshead 
Bay, when along came Mr. Edward 
C, Elsworth, the proprietor of the 
Elsworth Press, who, like Rev. Mr. 
KeiHer, has for the past several 
Seasons accompanied the printers on 
these happy, annual trips. 

Has the reader ever found him- 
self or herself near the Biooklyn 
Bridge, at seven o'clock in the 
morning t If not, it is worth it. 
Here can be seen swarms of people, 
pouring forth from the "[/'ear* and 
trolley to Manhattan, bent on their 
day's work, and for the next two 
hours the crowd pouring into 
Manhattan seems to increase, 
with no let up. A stranger would 
wonder at the immense throng that 
comes over from Brooklyn, and it 
•nly one of the several outlets 
that pour into the great Metropolis, 
from three other bi idges a like 
throng comes forth to do their day's 
toil. This is not all either, for tire 
Subways and "L" trains, as well as 
the trolley cars from upper Man- 
hattan, bring their vast number to 
lower Manhattan. More still come 
i Jersey shores, by ferry and 
McAdoo tubes, under the river, and 
also by way of East River, the 
I Vn nsy I vania Rail road br 
thousands from New Jersey and 
from Long Island, and other points.

The boys thought the train was 
going too stow and would be lafce to 
catch any of the fishing boats that 
leave promptly at eight o'clock every 
moiniim. 

Rev. Mr. Keiser assured them 
that they would get there on time. 
and as you kuow the word of a re- 
verend gentleman has weight with 
young America, so they soon ^ 
assured, and began to joke and 
laugh with the rest of the party. 

After getting off the train, the 
boys thought that the boat was just 
a few feet distant from the Station, 
but when they discovered that they 
had to foot it for some seven or 
eight long blocks to get at the 
wharf, they again had their fears 
about being able to get there on 
time, but here again Rev. Mr. 
Keiser told them that they had 
plenty of time, and pointed toother 
parties, equipped with reels and 
Muskets, who were bent on the same 
errand. The boys again breathed 
easier. 

At last they arrived there and 
were fortmate in securing passage 
on the famous auxiliary schooner 
yacht •• Shamrock," 90 feet, 100 
horse power, commanded by Captain 
Fred Place. 

This " Shamrock'* is no relation 
to the several yachts bearing that 
name belonging to Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton, that have failed to lift the 
Americau Cup. Nor is it the last 
creation of Sir Thomas " Shamrock 
IV," which only arrived on Ameri- 
can waters the dav before accom- 
panied by the "Erin." The 
44 Shamrock in question is simply a 
fine boat, and suitable for the pur 
pose it is intended for — Deep Sea 
Fishing. 

There were on board just enootrh 
to be comfortable, not overcrowded, 
as is the case on some occasions, so a 
good time was anticipated by all of 
the party. 

The start was made promptly at 
eight A.M., and for the next two 
hours we enjoyed a very magnifi- 
cent sail from Sheepshead Ha 
the deep ocean as far as I 
Branch, and here the anchor 
lowered, and the sport then began 
la real earnest. 

I am uot sure who caught the 
first fish among the silent party, 
but as most declare Editor Hodgson 
had that honor, we shall iu>t dis- 
pute the point. 

Sometimes it happens that the 
most experienced fishermen oft are 
able to get nary a bite nor d 
a fish, and the novice often 
the most — but not always.

In the meantime two of our 
printer boys, John Funk and 
Charles Olseu, got nice looking 
black bass apiece, and were all 
smiles.

Mr. Edward Elsworth seemed to 
have the best luck, as he had only 
to bait his line and then pull up 
some kind of fish of varied and 
different sites. Id deed, it seemed 
that the fishes liked his bail and 
kept away from the others.

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The death of Mr. Regensburg has 
plunged us all into a deep sorrow 
and regret, for in him we have lost a 
most highly esteemed friend, one 
whose lovable qualities and generous 
characteristics will always be re- 
membered. He was at the full flush 
of manhood when he died, for he 
was but 45 years old. 

In the early dawn of Monday, 
August 3d, he died at Venice, after 
a long, lingering illness, of Bright's 
disease with complications. Death 
came to him while he was sleeping. 
He is survived by a widow and a 
daughter three years old. 

The funeral took place Wednes- 
day morning at ten o'clock, and 
the interment was at the Woodland 
Cemetery, a beautiful shaded spot at 
Ocean Park. The floral tributes 
were numerous and beautiful. On 
Saturday evening, August 8th, over 
one hundred of the deaf of 
Angeles met at the room of the Club 
Amapola to hold memorial services 
in his honor. Many of those pre- 
sent reared their monuments of love, 
out of kindly words that rushed 
from heart to lips, and that in all 
the ardor of appreciation could but 
express a moiety of what was felt. 
His death was the first break within 
the ranks of the Club Amapola and 
likewise with that of the local N. 
27. The vacancy 
caused by his death will be very 
hard to fill, for he was a man of such 
large calibre, always there at the 
hour of need, and ever alive to fur- 
ther our cause.

The special session of the Cali- 
fornia Association of the Deaf held 
in San Francisco, July 3d, will go 
down in history as the greatest 
gathering of the deaf that ever took 
place on the Pacific Coast. The hall 
on the sixth floor of an office build- 
ing proved to be too small to hold 
the crowd. There was not a seat 
vacant. Many stood in the door- 
way and craned their necks to 
get a glimpse of the speakers. After 
one or two trips, the elevator 
man u caught on" and when he saw 
deaf people came his way, he me- 
chanically muttered to himself 
"Sixth," and the elevator shot up 
and the deaf were landed to the sixth 
level almost ere they could spell Jack 
Robinson. 

And a such throng ! Word had 
long since gone around that there 
would be fireworks with plenty of 
skyrockets, Roman caudles and one 
or two bombs. And so every one 
was eager to witness the display. 
They came in bunches from all sec- 
tions of the state. They came from 
Los Angeles and San Diego, right 
down where the Mexicans are try- 
ing to settle their differences in any 
old way, and from way up near the 
Oregon boundary line. I almost 
felt sorry for them, knowing as I did 
that they were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. 

But they were treated to some 
thing better. They departed feel- 
ing that they had witnessed some 
thing worth while. Many were the 
expressions of approval of the con- 
duct of the meeting. Nothing but 
praise for the leaders was heard on 
every hand. All through the entire 
proceedings order prevailed. The 
deaf were good listeners. In this 
respect, it was a remarkable audi- 
ence and the speakers were delight- 
ed. 

President Williams made a splendid 
address in clear-cut signs that could 
have been read a mile away. He 
outlined the progress of the Cali- 
fornia Association of the Deaf and 
dwelt on a good many things of 
interest to the members. Secretary 
Selig handed me the following 
summary of the Presidents address: 

" The President opened the meet- 
ing by reading the circular to mem- 
bers of April 2d, detailing the 
five articles and the purpose of the 
special session. 

1 ' Complimented the members on 
the interest they mainfested in the 
C. A. D. by attending in such large 
numbers and stated his pleasure in 
this, his first meeting with the Cads 
in session. Hinted that he had 
found the job no sinecure, but was 
proud to be President of such a fine 
big organization as the C. A. D., 
AND assured the members that the 
Directors had worked hard for the 
association and would continue to 
do so, for the benefit of all and on 
the basis of a square deal. Referred 
to reports of committees for evi- 
dences of progress. Mentioned 
having received communication from 
a member complaining of not having 
been permitted the right of suffrage 
at a Board meeting and explaining 
the difference Board meetings and 
conventions or special sessions 

' ' Assured the members provision 
had already been made for printing 
the Constitution aud By Laws, and 
explained that the Directors were 
waiting for this special session to 
pass final amendments to complete the 
copy for the printer. 

11 Stated that the rule requiring 
all motions to be in writing would 
be upheld at this meeting, and that 
at the proper time, would declare a 
recess for the purpose of preparing 
them. 

" Referred to the number of 
graduates of oral schools who had 
joined the association, suggested 
establishing a class in the sign 
language for their benefit, aud called 
for volunteers to undertake their 
instruction. 

" Related the history of the re- 
signation of Mr. M. Jacobs from the 
Directorate and deplored the loss of 
so valuable an officer, while praising 
him for his motive, which had 
helped us very materially with our 
membership in the south. 

11 The President then introduced 
Mrs. Alice T. Terry, of Santa Mo- 
nica, duly elected by the Southern 
Cads. Mrs. Terry was escorted to 
the rostrum by Director Runde 
tmidtt a storm of applause and mad* 

iiort and appropriate add 
which was receive* I with great en- 
thusiasm. There can be no question 
but the members feel that while they 
have lost a good director they have 
a good one. 

1 ' The President closed by pleading 
for close attention to the business 
before the session, reminding the 
members that they would have 
plenty of time for relaxation and 
amusements at the picnic the follow 
ing day, that they could play all 
they desired at the otlting, but that 
they were " here to-night to work," 
also requested that no Opportunity 
bt lost to secure new members and 
that members from the interior con- 
iouily the club idea and go 
horue and start one.

"5, Remarked on the proposed 
1 Impostor Law,* and told of hav- 
ing received copy of Mississippi 
Law from Mr. Shelby Harris and 
letter from him, detailing method of 
procedure, also stated that owing 
to the fact that there would be an 
election in the Fall and a new set of 
officers in the next legislature, it 
would be neccessary to wait until 
election before proceeding, but at 
the proper time, an effort would be 
made to have a law adopted that 
would solve this vexatious prob- 
lem." 

He then announced the personnel 
of the 1 91 5 Local Committee, N. A. 
D. , and instructed each member as 
to his or her duties. 

At this juncture 2d Vice-Presi- 
dent Gabrielli suddenly remember- 
ed that he had an application (in 
his pocket) for membership in the 
organization, and without notice, 
suddenly sprang to the platform, 
stopped the proceedings, aud an- 
nounced that he would bring in the 
300th member. The announcement 
was the signal for much handclap- 
ping. Gabrielli at once became the 
lion of the meeting, and when he sat 
down a hundred hands kept up a 
rapid tattoo on his head until he 
ducked behind a piano and saved 
himself. 

Order was then restored. The 
reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting in July, 19*2, was, 
on motion, dispensed with. The 
reading of the minutes of the special 
meeting, held in December, 191 3, 
was then proceeded with. These 
were approved. 

No reports were made by either 
1 st Vice-President Regensburg, who 
was absent on account of illness, or 
2d Vice-President Gabrielli. 

Secretary Selig then gave his re- 
port. In brief, it was as follows : — 

" There have been three meetings 
of the Board of Directors, and one 
special meeting, since March 7th, 
1914. One change in the personnel 
of the Board has been made, due to 
the resignation of Mr. Monroe 
Jacobs and the seating of Mrs. Alice 
Taylor Terry, of Santa Monica. 

The finances of the Association 
are in excellent shape. The old 
funds, transferred to the Committee 
ive, are nearly exhausted, it be- 
ing the wish of the Association 
members, as expressed at the last 
Special Session, that the money be 
expended in the manner selected by 
the Committee. 

The membership list is highly 
satisfactory, the list being 17 t< 

1 than it was last Kail. He 
thinks that in proportion to popula- 
tion, California leads the United 
States in number of members 
State Associations.

Chairman J. W. Howson of the 
Committee of Five gave the follow- 
ing report : I append herewith 
my report. The Report covers 
closely the work of the Committee 
of Five from its organization early 
In March, 191 4, till the date of the 
report, May 9th, 1914. This was 
published in New York Journal 
dated June 25, 1914. 

Since the issuance of this report 
the Committee of Five has energeti- 
cally continued its labor. The 
Membership now totals two hundred 
and ninety-nine in the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf and three 
hundred and four in the California 
Association of the Deaf. Through- 
out the entire State our assistants in 
rolling up membership figures are 
showing greater and greater en- 
thusiasm. The most encouraging 
reports are being received from Los 
Angeles. For the past several 
weeks this district has been averag- 
ing nearly one new member a day. 
For a time it appeared that San 
Francisco with her large percentage 
had about exhausted herself, but 
new members are coming iti almost 
as fast as from Los Angeles. The 
San Joaquin Valley and North 
Pacific Coast sections have each 
done splendidily. Each have over 
50 percent of the " possible num- 
ber to be obtained.
